< onstdera.ble length on the various 
methods of street construction which 
liave been adopted in other cittee.

Thf report of the Street Superintend- 


ent for the last current year Is one of 
the mo-it important documents 
that 


has ever been Issued from that depart- 
ment. It not only g-ivca an accurate 
account of the present condition of in; 
streets of this city, but It dwells at 
considerable length on the various 
methods of street construction -which 
have been adopted in other cities. 


In Oakland only two methods of 


street construction have ever been 
adopted; macadam and bitumen- This 
ctty has 
97-2 mne» of macadamized 


streets; 4.57 
miles 
of bitumlnizcd 


streets, and C7# miles of unimproved 
streets. Only five miles -of macadam- 
ized streets have ever been acospted by 
the city, and a little over two miles of 
biturnlnlzed streets. For anyfolng that 
appears to the contrary, the- streets of 
the future will either be constructed of 
macadam or bitumen -nv-ith an under- 
layer of concrete. Where the traffic is 
light, say on residence "streets, macad- 
am "WtH pro>baA>lv be adopt&d -because 
that method of construction 1? cheap, 
and -where the work is -well done it Is 
generally satisfactory. That is, it Is 
the best road way that can be pro- 
duced for so small an outlay. 


The great fault in ms^cadam streets 


Is that the work is not thoroughly well 
done. There has been no standard to 
\vhich contractors 
-were -required to 


conform except as to the thiekncsa of 
the rock laid down. 
This rock has 


bsen of various qualities, good, bad and 
indifferent. 
Tha use of* the "rattler" 


has recently been applied as a bene- 
ficial tost. Property owners who have 
borne the expense of most strp?t work 
have also to a great extent, determin- 
ed tho quality of the work regardless of 
the Interest of the larger community. 
There should bo ono unchangeable 
standard i!or all Tnacadajn Btreet ;work. 
and another for all iWtumlnized 'work. 


t even l>rofl>or-ty holders dolnf; their 


own -work on. the street, should be al- 
lowed to go aside from, tthcse stan- 
ciards. 


A bltuminizcd street 1s a good one 


for heavy traffic If properly construct- 
ed, and <x very poor strept -when the 
work is not well Oone- Bitumen of it- 
self, iviil not support heavy loads. 
It 


is merely a surface to be laid over a 
foundation. If the foundation is im- 
perfect or the bitumen of poor qual- 
ity, the street soon "goes to the dogs." 
That tendency Is illustrated on Telcr 
graph avenue where neither the foun- 
dation -was good nor the bitumen at 
tho best quality. Good bitumen should 
never contain less than 12 per_cent of 
pure asphalt, or heavy ail not subject 
to evaporation when laid "on a s'trcet- 
Host of that laid In this city -would not 
abide this test 


'The relative travel on various streets 


found by the Superintendent Is an In- 
tereeling item. 
In 32 hours 1732 ve- 


hicles crossed Twelfth Street Dam, In 
12 hours 1394 vehicles p-jsscd llwenti- 
elh »treat on Telegraph avenue. In 12 
hours HI vehicles crossed Eighth street 
on Castro street In 12 hours 132 ve- 
hicles crossed Brush street on Ninth 
street. In 12 hours 320 vehicles crossed 
Ninth etreet on Brush Btreet. In 12

street between Telegraph avenue and 
Grove street. The relative Importance 
of these streets Is shown by these com- 
ipzyratlve statements.

treatment from JJioso streets which 
have small traflic and nre in no sense 
imaln thoroughfare. 


Work of tho Associated Charities 


The Associated Charities was organ- 


ized In this city about eltjht years ago. 
There was no novelty about the organ- 
isation, for similar societies, had 'been 
organized in a. large number of other 
cities 
The main object of these socie- 


ties has been to systematize charitable 
work and make it more efticlent. The 
object of such control societies is nol to 
directly dispense charity, but to exam- 
ine all applications (for relief, and to re- 
port the same to the proper alllliatcd 
society. 
When the Associated Chari- 


ties was organized in this c-lty, there 
were 12 affiliated societies. Now there 
arc 30. No plan was ever devised for 
more effective charitable work in a 
city than this affiliated plan. One ob- 
ject Is to prevent all misdirected char- 
lty»-and to give relief as <far as possi- 
ble, in all worthy cases 
It 1» organ- 


ized, systematized work. 


The number of impostors at certain 


seasons of the year who would prey 
upon tho benevolence ot the commun- 
ity Is fearfully large. The associated 
charities undertakes to make a person- 
al investigation of every case appeal- 
Ing for relief. The affiliated societies 
act upon these reports. They gtve or 
withhold, according to the merits of 
the case. The work has increased from 
year to year. It has never been more 
efficiently done than (luring the pres- 
ent year. 


Such an organization would naturally 


encounter some opposition. This would 
not originate with the affiliated socie- 
ties, but with peruon.'' who have not 
been able to turn «uch an organization 
to thHr own account. The society 
maintains a central oflice and a super- 
intendent who attenda to the Investiga- 
tion of all Individual applications for 
relief. During the month of January 
last of tho 241 men sent to the wood 
yard from the central office. 221 of the 
number ropi/rted and 
found 
employ- 


ment. 
Of the 67 other applicants for 


relief, each was investigated and re- 
ported to some one of the affiliated so- 
cieties, where the relief could be i?ra.nt- 
od. 
Such a society ought not to be 


Impeded In Its work. It was never more 
essential to the welfare of the alty than 
now. It» Board of IMroctors Includes 
men and women of the highest stand- 
ing In the city, and they and the woik 
which they nre doing have the confi- 
dence of the community.

A Theory That Invite* JPnncture. 


One of the cherished doctrines oi the 


free coinage men Is thax if once that 
system is adopted by the Government 
silver will (idvance to tl-39 an ounce. 
Evidently *ne supposition is based on 
the theory that the Government wiir 
as novw. maintain the parity of silver 
coinage with that of gold. Now it is 
evident that the Government will do 
no such thing becs.use It cannot do 
it- The free BlH'er coinage plan con- 
templates 
that every man who has 


silver bullion or silver in any shape— 
spoons, plates, pitchers, and so on. can 
take the same to the mint and have it 
coined Into dollars at the rate of 16 to 
1 free of cost. Once this coin is 
made and returned to the owner of 
the bullion *he Government has noth- 
ing further to do with it Secretarj . 
Carlisle is a pretty good authority on 
that point: 


"The Government" has made no dis- 


crimination, 
wtmtever 
between the 


coins of the tm-o metals, gold having 
been paid on its coin obligations when 
gold was demanded, and silver having 
been paid -when silver TTHS demanded. 
Under this policy tJie coinage has been 
so limited by law and the policy of the 
Treanury Department that the amount 
coined has not become co great as to 
drive the more valuable coin, gold, out 
of 'the country, and thus destroy the 
basis of our monetary system;y and so 
long as .the two msstals are of unequal 
commercial value at the ratio estab- 
lished by law, this limitation upon the 
coinage 1s, In my opinion, absolutely 
essential to the maintenance of their 
parity in effecting exchanges. It con- 
stitutes the principal safeguard for the 
protection of our'currency against <ihe 
deptec-ia tion which the experience of 
all countries has shown would other- 
wise result In the attempt to use legal 
tender coins of the same denomination. 
but of unequal value- If the llmlta- 
tloA were- removed, confidence in the 
alblllty of ithe Government to preserve 
equality in the exchangeable value of 
'the coins w,ould <be destroyed, and the 
parity would be lost long before tho 
amount of silver coinage had become 
really excessive- 


•/'With free and unlimited coinage of 


silver on account ot private individuals 
and 
corpora'tlons, 
t/he Government 


woul-rf'-be unde.- no moral obligation to 
maintain the parity, and, moreover, 
It would be unable 'to do BO, because 
the volume of over-valued silver forced 
Into circulation by a legal tender pro- 
vision would soon expel gold from the 
country or put such, a premium upon 
It that ft would be impossible to pro- 
cure and 'hold In the Treasury a suf- 
ficient amount rto provide for the re- 
demption of sliver on presentation- In 
order .to maintain the parity under 
such conditions, the Government would 
be compelled from the beginning to ex- 
change gold for silver dollars and their 
paper representatives whenever de- 
manded, 
Just as is now exchanges 


gold (for its own notes when demanded; 
and AS ithe coinage of silver dollars 
•would be unlimited, and therefor con- 
stantly Increasing, a point would soon 
toe reached where It would be Impos- 
sVble to continue the process of redemp- 
tion.1'

from Illness due to the treatnrent I was 
subjected to. Once I falnua whSle on 
my way to -work In ithe carpenters' 
shop and was conveyed to trte hospital, 
rwheire I wa» confined at tihe time of my 
release."

"Wlhen -the freo «Lnd iinHmrt**! colna 
of silver was suspended ana the Gororn- 
rnont bepran liuylng w'lvor and raakl 
the coins ami pasilng thorn out ttseK as 
a dollar, whether they contained a dol- 
lar's wonbh of metal or not, It tftien *>*- 
oamo responsible for thorn, and both th'e 
silver and the gtold Money remwineci In 
clroula.tfon In •tills courttry for aho Brst 
time in Jts htetory. 


Prior to tha;t time the only silver money 


colnckl toy the United States which re- 
mained ta c'.rc.ula'tlon in 'this courttry was 
the subsidiary co'ns, and 'they remained 
because they oonralned leas eilver than 
th«dr nomlna.1 value. 


Ouiier nations had similar trouble wih 
they attconptod 'to mtalntain free and un- 
limited coinage of tho two m»tal». So, 
flrradually, they cWanKWl cthelr m««hodii, 
nnd took t» 1>uying siVver and ootnlng tt 
on Govcrmmen,t laccounit, Just as the Unit- 
ed Sta'.es nw does. They 1>a.v« not ceas- 
ed ustns silver as OToney or e-Jdlng' to 
their stock ot it. On 'Dtie contrary, th« 
silver money of tho world ihtua more than 
doulbled sinco 1873. 


If, hem-over, the rtaitloni of th« 'wtn 
a?rco U{>on an InternaJtlonal bimetallic 
system at a Just ratio, the dlfficult'es of 
maintaliiinu the concurrent use of tn* 
tjwo mtftals "would be greatly d+mlrrtahed.
